"H e act provides that a married 
person living with husband or wife 
whose net income for 1921 was $6,000 
Mr leaa shall be allowed a personal ex­ 
emption of $2,600. 
If the net income 
for such person was over $6,000 the 
exemption is $2,000," the statement 
says. “Uader the revenue act of 19IB 
the personal exemption allowed a mar- 
riod person was $2,000. regardless of 
the amount of net income. 
The nor­ 
mal tax rate retrains unchanged, 4 
er cent on the first $4,000 cl net 
above the exemption ami 8 
par cant on the remaining net income. 
“In order that an income slightly 
n excess of $5,000 shall ngt be sub­ 
jected to an inordinately dispropor­ 
tionate tax because of the

f the exemption to $2,000 thereon,
